Manager Davis' Main Line cham- 
pions closed the 1929 baseball season 
in auspicious style last Sunday at Tel- 
ford when they annexed titular honors 
for the third consecutive time this 
year by lifting the widely-coveted 
Philadelphia Suburban crown from the 
mighty brows of the Telford Bisons, 
titleholders of the North Penn League. 
Howard Graham hurled his fifteenth 
win in Saturday's 5-1 triumph while 
"Bill" Durbin occupied the mound as 
the championship came home to roost 
in Sunday's hard-fought brawl which 
ended in the score of 7-5, both teams 
having gathered the total sum of six- 
hits. 

Like the bleak and b'lustery north- 
east gale that scurried over Menlo 
Park on Sunday, Narberth's monarchs 
of baseball swept through the series, 
originally scheduled for three games, 
and won undisputed claim to the 
championship by tripping the North 
Penn League commanders in the fast- 
est played series this year. This was 
Narberth's fourth straight victory dur- 
ing the activities of the Buxmont and 
North Penn contests. 

Narberth got off to a good start 
in Saturday's brawl to bunch ten hits 
for their five runs, while the visitors 
touched Graham for six bingles and 
scored their lone marker in the waning 
minutes of the battle, thus averting a 
shutout setback. John Mulligan put 
the locals in the scoring column early 
as he stepped to the disc and sent 
Hangey's first heave out into Windsor 
Avenue for a homeric blow. This 
four-master, however, was made pos- 
sible by the left-fielder's poor fielding 
and, due to the fact that the ball was 
lost under a parked automobile, the 
blow would ordinarily have been a 
two-bagger. 

An error gave the locals their sec- 
ond run in the fifth, while four nicks, 
a pass and another transgression meant 
two runs in the sixth. The champions 
again tabbed another in the seventh 
and Telford brought over their only 
run in the finale. B. Blank was 
Graham's fifth strikeout victim. R. 
Blank and Clemmer both doubled to 
right and left, respectively, the former 
counting off Clemmer' s blow. Glick 
lofted to centre-field and Nyce reached 
the initial sack by virtue of Gilfillan's 
error. P. Blank struck out.

A rabid throng of 800 fans, 500 of 
whom weathered the gruelling thirty- 
five-mile trip to Telford in support of 
the Narberth champions, watched a 
much more tense conflict in which 
Narberth was fortunate to emerge tri- 
umphant.

Strawbridge and Clothier is coming 
to Ardmore. Announcement to this ef- 
fect was made on Saturday by Dr. 
Herbert J. Tily, of Cynwyd, president 
of the company. 

The Ardmore project, which is ex- 
pected to cc-ordinate the enlargement 
of the main store at Eighth and Mar- 
ket Streets, will be the first "outside of 
the city unit" in a program of expan- 
sion. 

The site sple>^d for the store is on 
Montgomery Avenue at St. James 
Place. This will link up St. Georges 
Road and Anderson Avenue into a traf- 
fic system, including the two chief 
arteries of the Main Line district, 
Montgomery and Lancaster Avenues. 

The site has a frontage of 134 feet 
on Montgomery Avenue and 203 feet 
on St. James Place, running through 
to a seventy-five-foot street. The 
plans contemplate approximately 40,000 
square feet of floor space. The struc- 
ture will be of limestone, consistent in 
general appearance with the new cen- 
tral store in the city, and harmonious 
with the new developments adjacent to 
Montgomery Avenue. 

Although no official announcement 
of the amount involved in the Ardmore 
store construction was made, it is be- 
lieved this will approach the $1,000,000 
mark. 

The Ardmore site, the store officials 
stated, has been selected with view of 
easy access by automobile traffic and 
public conveyances from the entire 
Main Line district, and extensive free 
parking space is an important feature 
of the plan. 

Work on the structure, which will 
be two and possibly three stories in 
height, will begin at once, according 
to Dr. Herbert J. Tily, president of 
the company, and should be ready for 
occupancy next spring. 

The section where the new store is 
to be placed is growing rapidly, and 
other business organizations have al- 
ready recognized the advantages of the 
location by establishing nearby. 

The new Strawbridge and Clothier 
store will be directly controlled from 
the main offices in the city, with iden- 
tical policies concerning delivery and 
charge accounts, so that customers may 
shop at either store. 

"Modern conditions of living de- 
mand modern methods of merchan- 
dising if the public is to be provided 
with what it needs," said Dr. Tily in 
commenting on the announcement. 
"We feel this will be news of great 
interest, not only to the thousands of 
Strawbridge and Clothier customers 
living in the Main Line district, but 
also to the general public, because it 
confirms a trend in modern merchan- 
dising which has been attracting the 
attention of forward-looking merchants.

Four hundred and thirty-six chil- 
dren are now enrolled in the Narberth 
School, according to figures given out 
by Principal George H. Wilson at the 
September meeting of the School 
Board on Monday night, 
to these.

It is expected that arrangements will 
be made to have the Walter Damrosch 
radio concerts received at the school 
for the benefit of the children. These 
concerts were received last year and 
are felt to be of considerable value in 
fostering musical appreciation.

The Recreation Board of the bor- 
ough of Narberth is no longer a hit- 
or-miss body with intangible functions 
and no responsibilities. Since its re- 
organization last spring the recreation 
program has been revitalized, and a 
plan defining the Board's powers, 
duties and relations to Council and 
the School Board has been worked out 
and accepted by the Board. 

The plan was made effective on 
Monday night when the School Board 
adopted a resolution, similar to that 
passed by Council recently, approv- 
ing and confirming the Recreation 
Board's interpretation of its functions 
and relationships. 

According to its plan of operation 
the Recreation Board assumes respon- 
sibility for the development of recrea- 
tional facilities in the borough as well 
as for the supervision of grounds and 
buildings which it had formerly done. 
The Board intends to prepare a budget 
covering all of its desirable and needed 
expenses for the equipment, main- 
tenance and operation of the play- 
grounds, this budget to be submitted 
to Council and the School Board for 
them to appropriate sums sufficient to 
meet the budget. 

The following plan of organization 
and operation is a part of the report 
of the committee of the Recreation 
Board, prepared by Kenneth L. M. 
Pray, with the approval of John R. 
Hall and William H. Fretz, fellow- 
committeeman, and the assistance of 
the Burgess, Henry A. Frye. 
Plan of Organization and Operation. 

I. That the Recreation Board, is, and 
was intended to be, the active respon- 
sible arm of the borough government 
for the guidance, supervision and ad- 
ministration of the public recreation 
facilities; that its powers and functions 
extend not merely to the supervision 
of the use of grounds and buildings 
upon the request or initiative of others, 
but also to the active initiation of plans 
for the development of recreation 
facilities, and the direct execution of 
such projects as command the ap- 
proval and financial support of those 
bodies that have the power to appro- 
priate money for the purpose; that 
though the Board be dependent upon 
Council and the School Board for 
financial support, expenditures for rec- 
reation purposes (as distinct from the 
ordinary cost of maintenance of the 
Community Building, such as heat, 
light and janitor service) should be 
planned, approved and authorized in 
detail by the Board, which should thus 
stand responsible to the community 
for the expenditures thus incurred or 
proposed, in order that the recreation 
program as a whole may be known to, 
and judged by, the citizens of Nar- 
berth, and may be developed with their 
understanding, co-operation and sup- 
port. 

II. That the following procedure 
and method of operation shall be fol- 
lowed by the Board, in the discharge 
of these responsibilities: 

a. That this Board shall annually 
prepare an itemized budget for next 
ensuing year of expenditures deemed 
desirable and necessary for the proper 
equipment, maintenance and operation

No. 260 
AN ORDINANCE 
PROVIDING FOR THE MANU- 
FACTURING, DISTRIBUTION 
AND SALE OF ICE CREAM 

To approve and adopt rules and 
regulations of the Board of Health of 
the Borough of Narberth, Montgomery 
County, Pennsylvania, governing the 
manufacturing, distribution and sale of 
ice cream in the Borough of Narberth 
and providing penalties for the viola- 
tion thereof and providing for the re- 
peal of all Ordinances or parts of Or- 
dinances inconsistent herewith. 

The Council of the Borough of Nar- 
berth does ordain: 

Section 1. That the following 
Rules and Regulations adopted and 
established by the Board of Health of 
the Borough of Narberth at a meeting 
held on the fourth day of June, A. D. 
1929, be and the same are hereby ap- 
proved and adopted. 

ARTICLE I— DEFINITIONS 

For the purpose and within the 
meaning of these rules and regulations 
the following definitions shall obtain: 



licenses for a further period of twelve 
months. 
ARTICLE III— INSPECTIONS 
Rule 1. Any duly authorized rep- 
resentative of the Board of Health 
shall, as often as the Board may deem 
necessary, visit and inspect each ice 
cream plant or other place where ice 
cream intended for sale in the Borough 
of Narberth is manufactured or sold, 
and each place where cream, milk or 
milk products used in the manufacture 
of ice cream intended for sale in the 
Borough of Narberth is produced, 
handled, pasteurized or stored, whether 
such ice cream plant or other place is 
located within or outside the limits 
of the Borough of Narberth for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether the 
ordinance of the Borough of Narberth 
and rules and regulations of the Board 
of Health now in effect or hereafter 
adopted, are complied with. If from 
any inspection it is found by such rep- 
resentative that any such ordinance or 
rules and regulations are not being 
complied with or if such representative 
is refused access to any such place 
or is not allowed to make a complete 
and detailed inspection thereof, such 
representative shall immediately certify 
such fact or facts to the Board of 
Health and after hearing, before the 
Board of Health, of which any licensee 
affected shall be given notice, the 
Board of Health may, in its discre- 
tion, revoke such license or licenses; 
provided, however, that any license 
may be suspended temporarily with- 
out hearing, whenever the Board of 
Health may deem such action neces- 
sary. 

ARTICLE IV— SANITARY 
REQUIREMENTS 
Rule 1. No ice cream shall be sold 
or manufactured for sale in the Bor- 
ough of Narberth unless the same has 
been produced, manufactured, handled 
and stored in all respects in a clean, 
wholesome and sanitary manner, and 
so as to prevent contamination. All 
places for the manufacture of ice 
cream, and all parts thereof, shall be 
kept in good repair, properly drained 
and clean and free from dirt in all re- 
spects. Any buildings so used shall 
be well lighted and ventilated, and 
openings to the outer air shall be ef- 
fectively screened. Cellar and base- 
ments shall not be used in the manu- 
facture or handling of ice cream ex- 
cept by permission of the Board of 
Health. Adequate toilet facilities shall 
be provided and shall be located in a 
manner satisfactory to the Board of 
Health. An abundant supply of hot 
and cold water of a safe, sanitary qual- 
ity shall be provided. All equipment, 
utensils and other articles used in con- 
nection with the manufacture, handling 
or sale of ice cream shall be kept in 
good order and repair, and constructed 
to drain properly, shall be free and 
clean from dirt, and sterilized and 
stored by methods satisfactory to the 
Board of Health. All persons who 
shall engage in any manner in the 
manufacture, handling or sale of ice 
cream shall be clean in person and 
subject to medical examination from 
time to time as the Board of Health 



Rule 3. All cream, milk or milk 
products used in the manufacture of 
ice cream intended to be sold in the 
Borough of Narberth shall be pas- 
teurized in accordance with the re- 
ouirements of the ordinances of the 
Borough of Narberth and rules and 
regulations of the Board of Health 
now in effect or hereafter adopted, re- 
lating to the production, distribution 
and sale of milk and cream; otherwise 
cream mix must be treated in appa- 
prior to freezing every part of the ice 
ratus acceptable to and by a process 
approved by the Board of Health and 
for the use_ of which a written permit 
has been issued by it. All cream, 
milk, milk products or ice cream mix 
which shall be pasteurized at places 
other than the plant where the ice 
cream is frozen must be shipped, 
handled and delivered in tightly-closed 
containers with sealed covers, and a 
tag shall be attached to each such 
container upon which shall be marked 
the date of pasteurization, the name of 
the pasteurization plant, and the mini- 
mum per cent, of butte'rfat. All cream, 
milk or milk products and ice cream 
mix must be manufactured into ice 
cream or other frozen products within 
forty-eight (48) hours after, the date 
of pasteurization. No melted or old 
ice cream or ice cream returned to 
the manufacturer for any cause what- 
soever shall be used again in the man- 
ufacture of ice cream. 

ARTICLE VI— BACTERIAL 
COU*IT 

Rule 1. Ice cream shall not develop 
more than 100,000 colonies per gram 
when inoculated into standard agar 
from a sample of ice cream delivered 
to the consumer or at any time after 
manufacture and prior to such deliv- 
ering, which count shall be made by 
the Board of Health, according to the 
most recent standard methods for the 
Bacteriological Examination of Milk, 
as recommended by the American 
Public Health Association. 

ARTICLE VII— INSPECTED 
RAW MILK PRODUCTS 

Rule 1. No Inspected Raw Milk 
products shall be used in the manu- 
facture of ice cream, except upon writ- 
ten permission of the Board of Health, 
which may specify such special con- 
ditions as it may deem necessary. 
ARTICLE VIII— ENFORCEMENT 
AND ADDITIONAL RULES 
AND REGULATIONS 

Rule' 1. The Hoard of Health is 
hereby authorized and empowered to 
designate any person or persons for 
the enforcement of the provisions 
hereof and it is also authorized and 
empowered to adopt such additional 
rules and regulations as it may deem 
necessary. 



ARTICLE IX— PENALTIES 

Rule 1. Any person who shall vio- 
late any of the provisions of these rules 
and regulations shall be liable on con- 
viction thereof to a fine or penalty of 
ten dollars ($10.00) for the first offense 
and for each subsequent offense a fine 
of not less than fifteen dollars ($15.00) 
nor more than fifty dollars ($50.00); 
such fines or penalties to be collected 
as like fines and penalties are now 
collected by law and payable to the 
Board of Health. 

Section 2. That all Ordinances and 
parts of Ordinances inconsistent here- 
with be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed, provided, however, that such 
repeals shall not prevent the prosecu- 
tion to final judgment and execution of 
any action pending at the date when 
this Ordinance shall become effective 
for violation of any of the Rules and 
Regulations of the Board of Health 
of the Borough of Narberth heretofore 
in force, nor the commencement or 
prosecution to final judgment and 
execution of any action for violation of 
any such Rules and Regulations there- 
tofore committed. 

Section 3. That this Ordinance 
shall become effective on the 15th day 
of October, A. D. 1929.

(b) "Milk Products'" shall be 
taken to mean and include milk, cream, 
skimmed milk, evaporated whole and 
skimmed milk, condensed whole and 
skimmed milk, dried whole and 
skimmed milk, butter and all other de- 
rivatives of milk. 

(c) "Person" shall be taken to 
mean and include any individual, firm, 
association or corporation, and any 
agent, servant, employee or represen- 
tative thereof. 

(d) "To sell" or "shall sell" shall 
be taken to mean the selling, exchang- 
ing, delivering or having in possess- 
sion, care, control or custody with in- 
tent to sell, exchange or deliver or to 
offer or to expose for sale. 

(e) "Ice Cream Plant" shall be 
taken to mean any place, premises or 
establishment, or any part thereof, 
where ice cream, as defined above, is 
collected, processed, stored, manufac- 
tured, pasteurized, packed, sold, 
handled or prepared for distribution. 

ARTICLE II— LICENSES 
Rule 1. No person 1 shall sell ice 
cream either at wholesale or retail in 
the Borough of Narberth without first 
making application to and obtaining 
from the Board of Health a license to 
make such sales. Such application 
shall set forth the name of the appli- 
cant, together with the location of the 
place or places in the Borough of Nar- 
berth at which sales will be made, the 
name and location of any ice cream 
plant from which the applicant pro- 
poses to obtain ice cream, and such 
other information as may be required 
by the Board of Health; such applica- 
tion to constitute an agreement be- 
tween the applicant and the Board of 
Health, for the faithful compliance by 
the applicant and all agents, servants, 
employees or representatives of the 
applicant with all ordinances of the 
Borough of Narberth and all rules and 
regulations of the Board of Health 
now in effect or hereafter adopted re- 
lating to the manufacture and sale of 
ice cream. The applicant shall 
promptly inform the Board of Health 
in writing of any and all changes in 
the source of the supply of ice cream. 
For the issuance of any such license 
no charge shall be made. Unless pre 
viously revoked or suspended such 
license shall expire as of the first day 
of _ June following its issuance, at or 
prior to which time application shall 
be made for renewal of all such 
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ice cream shall conform to the re- 
quirements set forth in the ordinances 
of the Borough of Narberth and rules 
and regulations of the Board of Health 
now in effect or hereafter adopted. 

Rule 2. All ingredients other than 
cream, milk and milk products used 
in the manufacture of ice cream shall 
conform to the standards prescribed 
by the Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania, and, where such standards are 
not applicable to the requirements of 
the Federal Food and Drug Act of 
June 30, 1906, and all amendments and 
supplements of the same.

Germs Were Myth to Many When Dr. Dixon, 

Bryn Mam, Launched State Health Measures 



Recent spectacular raids of State of- 
ficials on Montgomery County pig- 
geries, culminating in proceedings 
before, the Court, again direct attention 
to the wide powers accorded the State 
Department of Health under the act 
creating it, passed in 1907. That act 
was so sweeping that it caused con- 
sternation among the large proportion 
of the State's population to whom 
germs were a myth and sanitary meth- 
ods just passing fads of the doctors. 

It was a Montgomery County resi- 
dent whom Governor Pennypacker 
named to put the drastic health legis- 
lation of 1905 into effect. And it was 
in a Montgomery County case that the 
Courts once and for all time estab- 
lished the constitutionality of the un- 
usual powers given to the health de- 
partment. 

* * * 
Dr. Samuel G. Dixon, of Bryn Mawr, 

scientist of world-wide fame and noted 
for his researches with regard to 
tuberculosis, was Pennsylvania's first 
health commissioner. He held the of- 
fice until his death, in 1918, and he gave 
Pennsylvania high distinction in that 
time for the successful application of 
its health regulations and the control 
of disease. 

First Dr. Dixon set about to create 
a public sentiment in favor of the new 
regulations. He realized that if he 
immediately undertook rigid enforce- 
ment he would arouse strong oppo- 
sition. He began by appointing health 
officers to cover every part of the 
State. These officers were to familiar- 
ize the people with the right methods 
of drainage, dealing with communicable 
disease, cleanliness in homes and fac- 
tories and so on. 

Even with careful preparation it was 
difficult in many districts to induce the 
people to submit to quarantines for 
diphtheria and scarlet fever, much less 
for measles. Resistance was also en- 
countered when public funerals were 
discouraged where death had occurred 
from communicable disease. 

First, attention. Dr. Dixon felt, must 
be given to check the contamination of 
streams from which supplies of drink- 
ing water were obtained. For years all 
kinds of offensive fluids had been per- 
mitted to flow into the nearest stream. 
Those responsible regarded any inter- 
ference bj' the State authorities as un- 
warranted intrusion. 

* * * 

The first test was made in the case 
of a Royersford mill employing 150 



men. The mill was on the banks of 
the Schuylkill and drainage flowed di- 
rectly into the stream. Dr. Dixon first 
warned the owner of the mill to correct 
the trouble. The notice was disre- 
garded. Then the man was arrested 
and tried in Court in Norristown. He 
was convicted and fined $25. 

Though the punishment was trifling, 
his attorney carried the case to the 
Superior Court and then to the 
Supreme Court of Pennsylvania, con- 
tending that the new health regulations 
were contrary both to the constitution 
of Pennsylvania and the constitution 
of the United States. Both of the 
higher Courts upheld the health laws 
and the power they gave the health 
authorities. 

As the public became accustomed to 
the new ways Dr. Dixon from time to 
time promulgated new regulations in 
harmony with discoveries of science. 
Again he ran counter to established 
prejudice when in 1913 he banned the 
common drinking cup, the common 
towel and the common hair brush in 
barber shops, the latter being permis- 
sible only if disinfected every time it 
was used. 

But Dr. Dixon did not content him- 
self with prohibition. He sought to 
preserve health as well as to keep out 
sickness. Through his help tubercu- 
losis clinics, baby clinics, health centres 
and other agencies were established 
throughout the State, resulting in im- 
measurable good in many a commu- 
nity.

A soldier, who amid the throes of 
war. prefers chocolate creams to 
loaded rifles, proves himself to be 
basically more courageous than the 
army officer of high phrases and patri- 
otic mien, while the fine lady and the 
servant meet at last on the common 
ground of romantic rivalry.

Having missed the Hedgerow per- 
formance of "Thunder on the Left" at 
Berwyn, I set out to make good that 
omission by attending the performance 
at Hedgerow's lair in Rose Valley last 
Saturday evening. Inasmuch as the 
Hedgerow Theatre does not believe in 
spoiling the natural beauty of their 
location with advertising signs,, one 
either knows the way or one stumbles 
on it.

Correct Address Essential 
to Get New Tags Promptly 

If you wish to avoid trouble and 
delay in getting your 1930 automobile 
tags be sure that the State Depart- 
ment of Revenue, Bureau of Motor 
Vehicles, has your correct address. 

This was the admonition this week 
of Ernest W. Tallman, general man- 
ager of the Automobile Club of Phila- 
delphia, who recalled the fact that 
there were thousands of automobile 
owners last December who had trouble 
obtaining their new tags, and many 
hundreds who paid fines after mid- 
night December 31 because they did 
not have new tags. 

"Automobile owners who have 
changed their place of residence since 
they last received a communication 
from the department of revenue should 
send their correct address immediately 
to the department in Harrisburg to 
avoid trouble and delay and the inabil- 
ity to use their automobiles after De- 
cember 31 until new tags come in,"

mental mail, but to return it to Har- 
risburg when the person addressed is 
not at the original address.

d. That all employees be employed 
and supervised by the Recreation 
Board and paid from appropriations 
allocated for this purpose, excepting 
as the Recreation Board may unite 
with the School Board in employing 
jointly a director of physical education 
and recreation, who shall, however, 
during the summer months, be under 
the supervision and direction of the 
Recreation Board. 

e. That the Recreation Board shall 
draw up and submit, for approval of 
Borough Council and School Board, 
and for subsequent publication to the 
citizens of the borough, such neces- 
sary rules and regulations for the care 
and use of recreation grounds and 
buildings as may be necessary or de- 
sirable, such rules and regulations to 
be subject to, and to include, any 
present and permanent understandings, 
contracts or agreements with respect 
to such care and use. 

f. That the Recreation Board shall

devise and submit for public discus- 
sion and for consideration by Borough 
Council and School Board an adequate 
plan for the development and use of 
existing grounds and buildings and for 
such additional facilities as may seem 
desirable, together with a total and 
itemized approximate cost of such 
facilities and their operation. 

g. That this plan subject to such 
changes from time to time as may 
be deemed wise or necessary to meet 
changing conditions shall form the 
basis of annual budget requests for 
annual appropriations and plans for 
activity, it being the purpose of the 
Board to recommend the realization of 
the plan gradually, bringing such parts 
to consummation in any year as seem 
feasible and desirable under the cir- 
cumstances. 

h. That the Recreation Board pre- 
pare and submit to Borough Council 
and to the School Board, and publish 
for the information of citizens an an- 
nual report of the operations and ac- 
complishments of the year's program, 
with a detailed statement of the finan- 
cial expenditures incurred under ap- 
propriations of Council and the School 
Board or paid from other sources, in 
such form that it may be made avail- 



able for the use of the auditors, in 
their annual audit of bo.(ough and 
school district finances. 

i. That the Recreation Board so- 
licit the advice and assistance of com- 
petent leaders in this field in the man- 
agement of all its activities, and ask 
the co-operation of borough and schqpl 
authorities, to the end that all recrea- 
tion plans or projects, involving the 
use of public property or theco-op- 
eration of public authorities, be re- 
ferred to the Recreation Board for 
consideration and report before being 
authorized or entered upon. 

j. That it be the avowed purpose 
and policy of the Recreation Board so 
to conduct its tasks and discharge its 
responsibilities that every citizen and 
organization in the borough may enjoy 
and freely use on equal terms, so far as 
circumstances permit, the public rec- 
reation resources and facilities of the 
borough.
